“While it is not et le: known-to 
the layman, if the hose were long 
enough the water would not go 
through it at all.

What is required is a pumping 
engine to force the water through 
the hose. The sole force at the 
present time is gravity, and that is 
governed entirely by the height of! i 
the supply of water. The area of 
the dam from which the water-comes 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
pressure. In plain terms, pressure 
of water is due entirely to the height 
of the supply above the outlet, the 
continuation of.the pressure is due 
to the extent of the supply. A lake 
ten’ miles square will not give any 
more pressure than a lake a hundred 
yards square if their level is the 
same. That is simply a fundamental
